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BAPTISTS ON LONG ISLAND. 

Tur minutes of the Long Island Association 
show that there are in the Baptist Churches on 
the island 8,567 members. 

These churches contributed the last year for 
Home Missions $7,652.09; for Missions on the 
inland $7,629.09; for Foreign Missions $7,- 
459.96. Total for Missions $22,741.14, which 
was equal to $2.65 a member for Missions. 
The total of their contributions ſor the year, 
inclading ealaries of pastors, building and re- 
pairing churches, establishing and supporting 
Mission Sabbath-schools, education of Ministers, 
et o., etc., eto, amounted to $297,389.89, which 
was equal to about $35 to each member. 

As will be seen, their contributions for the 
Home Mission Society were but $23 more than 
for their own Missions on the island, and but 
$192.13 more than for Foreign Missions, n.

In 1969, I sold him a pair of mules 
for three hundred dollars, on twelve months' credit, 
and he gave me four bates rent. He paid all and had 
money. In 1870, he boyfght two other mules and paid 
eight bales rent. Hy zugile fifty-gix bales of cotton and 
a great abundance of corn. Last year he was not 8 
money, and this year he will 
make at least two thougand dollars clear of expenses ; 
and I venture to predict that in five years from this 
will be one of the richest 
hood, 
health and vigor of life, sit
